Uh, where exactly Is that money going? 


Mayor touts ‘children’s 
fund’ that doesn’t exist

Mayor Emanuel is pitching the S70 million he 
expects to collect from speed camera tickets 
next year as a way to help children— spend- 
ing the windfall on a mix of after-school pro- 
grams, early childhood education, summer 
jobs, violence reduction, crossing guards, po- 
lice outside schools and other efforts. 

“I promised that the revenue from new 
speed camera enforcement in children’s safety 
zones would go to keeping our children safe. 


and this budget does exactly that,” Emanuel 
said as he presented his spending plan last 
month. “We will be creating a Children’s Eund 
to ensure that this ... new money is dedicated 
to keeping our kids learning and safe.” 

There is no children’s fund in the proposed 
city budget. Instead, the money from speed 
camera fines will go straight into the city’s 
$3.3 biUion general fund to spend as the mayor 
and City Council see fit. Talking about help- 
ing children is more politically palatable than 
discussing the revenue from speed cameras 
that drivers are starting to pay 

The state used a similar approach to sell 
the state lottery in 1973. Lawmakers said all 


the proceeds would go to education. What 
they didn’t advertise was that a like amount 
of money that had been going to schools was 
shifted to other programs— a move critics 
slammed as a shell game. 

“Yes, the lottery money in a sense went to 
education, but it meant that they didn’t then 
have to use the general revenue fund for edu- 
cation. So that’s essentially what Emanuel is 
doing here [with the speed cameras},” said 
Dick Simpson, a former alderman and po- 
litical science professor at UIC. “A real chil- 
dren’s fund would be one in which the fines 
went into a special fund and can only be 
spent for these purposes, and that’s not what 


they’re doing.” 

City budget officials say that the term “chil- 
dren’s fund” refers to $73 million that will be 
spent next year on after-school programs, 
early childhood education, summer jobs, vio- 
lence reduction efforts, homeless youth pro- 
grams, library programs, crossing guards and 
cops outside schools. 

The mayor, however, did not a create a spe- 
cial fund to limit spending of speed camera 
money solely to children’s programs. That 
would have boxed Emanuel and aldermen in 
during tight budget times, and the speed cam- 
eras are expected to bring in far more than the 
S70 million predicted next year.

Rare and violent autumn storms ripped across 
Illinois on Sunday; spinning off tornadoes be- 
fore slamming into Chicago with punishing 
rain and wind. 

As heavy gusts toppled trees and power lines 
and downpours swamped city streets, tens of 
thousands of Bears fans were evacuated from 
their Soldier Field seats and forced to take cov- 
er inside or huddle behind the historic stone 
colonnades. 

Earlier, in southern Illinois, severe weather 
decimated farms, killing at least four people, 
including an elderly brother and sister, when a 
tornado barreled througb their house. Farther 


north, near Peoria, a tornado flattened large 
swaths of Washington, killing at least one per- 
son and sending about 50 others to local hos- 
pitals. 

As night fell and temperatures dropped, 
emergency workers were still searching debris 
fields that had once been neighborhoods, and 
the homeless were seeking temporary shelter. 

Meteorologists had predicted the violent 
storms days ahead of time, anticipating vola- 
tile atmospheric conditions that are freakish 
for a season when tornadoes are a relative rar- 
ity “Weather doesn’t get more extreme than 
this in Illinois very often,” said Matt Friedlein, 
a National Weather Service meteorologist. 


The storms exploded over Illinois when 
gusting winter jet streams from the northwest 
collided with the unusually warm and moist air 
that had arrived Saturday 

“Tbu’ve got wintertime winds in the atmo- 
sphere above summertime moisture,” Friedle- 
in said. “While unusual, when that happens, 
you’re going to have very strong storms that 
move very quickly” 

At Soldier Field, Bears fans scattered for 
cover under roiling skies as the game was 
postponed because of the threat of lightning. 
Though rains and high winds battered the city 
temporarily closing some streets, officials re- 
ceived no reports of weather-related injuries. 


said Melissa Stratton, spokeswoman with the 
Chicago Office of Emergency Management 
and Communications. 

As of Sunday evening, crews were work- 
ing to clear streets, removing some 170 tree 
branches or fallen trees and clearing out about 
40 flooded viaducts. The Department of Wa- 
ter Management also received 27 calls of flood- 
ed basements, Stratton said. 

Across Cook County officials were report- 
ing relatively minor damage. Sophia Ansari, 
Cook County Sheriff’s Office spokeswoman, 
said a motorist was stuck under 4 feet of water 
in Palos Township, near Orland Park. No inju- 
ries had been reported as of Sunday evening, 
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over my head,” said Karla Riter, who lives in 
Suimydale Estates in the city “When I opened 
the door, my roof was gone.” 

The lUinois Emergency Management Agen- 
cy confirmed that at least one person had died 
in the area. No other details were immediately 
available. 

Kristen Johnson, a spokeswoman for St. 
Francis Medical Center in Peoria, said the hos- 
pital had treated victims with head injuries, 
broken bones, cuts and bruises. Eight went to 
the trauma unit, though two had since been 
moved and their status was unknown. 

“We anticipate the worst is over,” Johnson 
said. 

Sara Sparkman, a spokeswoman with the 
Tazewell County Emergency Management 
Agency credited the county’s early warning 
system for reducing the toll. “We hope that 
contributed to the low injuries that we are hav- 
ing,” she said. 

In southern Illinois, a tornado ravaged 
Washington County about 12:30 p.m., oblit- 
erating farms and livestock and killing Joseph 
Hoy, 80, and his sister Frances Hoy, 78, Wash- 
ington County Coroner Mark Styninger said. 

Joseph Hoy’s body was found in a field about 
too yards east of his farmhouse. His sister’s 
body was found inside the home beneath de- 
bris, he said. 

“(Joseph Hoy’s] house was blown away by a 
tornado,” said Styninger, who knew the siblings 
personally “They were just very nice people.” 


“I-55 was a mess,” PeUde said. “There were 
wires down— trees, debris blocking the road.” 

In Grundy County a powerful tornado 
touched down in Coal City with possible wind 
speeds of iii to 135 mph, the National Weather 
Service confirmed. 

Washington and Pekin, communities about 
20 miles apart, near Peoria, appeared to sustain 
the worst tornado damage in northern Illinois. 
Whole blocks were leveled in Washington, 
prompting the Illinois National Guard to send 
a lo-person firefighting and search and rescue 
team, and officials were stiU trying to deter- 
mine the extent of injuries Sunday evening. 

“I was hiding in the bathroom with pillows 


Ansari said. 

In Lake County trees and power lines were 
down, and some traffic signals were damaged, 
said an official with the Lake County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

Will County officials, meanwhile, said 
homes were damaged and there were reports 
of a tornado touchdown in Diamond near In- 
terstate 55. The storm caused “significant prop- 
erty damage” to a local bar and a church. 

Charles PeUde, information officer for the 
Will County Emergency Management Agency 
said some people were temporarily trapped in 
the church. But they were quickly rescued, and 
none had significant injuries, he said. 


Soldier Field 
evacuated during 
lightning storm

The Baltimore Ravens had just kicked 
a field goal for a lo-point first-quarter 
lead over the Bears at Soldier Field 
when something even more ominous 
occurred— an evacuation order. 

‘Attention: Please clear the stadium 
seating area and relocate to the nearest 
covered concourse,” said a message that 
flashed on the video screens. “Please re- 
main cahn and leave the seating area in 
an orderly fashion.” 

A severe storm that had spawned tor- 
nadoes was approaching the stadium, 
forcing a rare evacuation and delay of 
the game. Officials repeated the evacu- 
ation instructions over the loudspeak- 
ers as fans started filing out of their 
seats and into the sheltered area. They 
waited there for more than an hour for 
the worst of the storm to pass. 

“I was reaUy worried,” said Lindsay 
O’Brien, of Chicago. “You could see the 
clouds roUing, and the wind would pick 
up and debris started flying. The flags 
were flying one way, and then another.” 

As the evacuation drew on, work- 
ers at concession stands closed their 
windows, causing a moment of protest 
from the crowd. 

“They closed the concessions I heard 
because people were getting a little 
rowdy near the food,” said Candace 
Zorn, of Naperville. 

In parts of the stadium, the slow pace 
of the evacuation left some fans feefing 
trapped and cold. 

“They kept repeating on the loud- 
speaker for us to clear the area, as if 
we had anywhere to go,” said Brandon 
Rudd, of Valparaiso. “Everybody stayed 
calm, and everybody got out.” 

O’Brien said she and her husband 
watched in frustration as a single se- 
curity officer was unable to usher the 
crowds into the evacuation area. 

An NFL spokesman said the decision 
to suspend play was based on lightning. 

“Weather is unpredictable, and there 
was a chance that the game could pro- 
ceed without a delay” spokesman Mi- 
chael Signora said. “When lightning 
dictated that a stoppage was necessary 
the procedures ... were followed.” 

About an hour after the evacuation, 
players retook the field and fans were 
allowed back in their seats, but a strong 
wind kept blowing. Litter spewed out 
of overturned garbage cans, and steady 
gusts sent it flying through the stands.

The Simpsons’ reruns 
find new home at FXX

In a move that would have C. Montgomery 
Burns saying “excellent,” the cable network 
FXX has acquired rerun rights to more than 
500 episodes of “The Simpsons.” 

Although reruns of “The Simpsons” have 
been on local television stations for two de- 
cades, contractual restrictions prohibited 
20th Century Fox Television, the studio that 
makes the hit cartoon, from selling reruns to 
a cable network as well. 

However, the studio was able to negotiate 
new deals with the stations that had rerun 
rights that removed the exclusivity portion, 
clearing the way for a cable 
sale. As part of the 
agreement, FX Net- 
works, the parent of 
FXX, also acquired 
onhne streaming 
and video-on- 
demand rights to 
“The Simpsons.” 

While terms of 
the sale were not dis- 
closed, FX Networks 
and 20th Century Fox 
Television said there 
was a “vigorous bidding 
war” and that this re- 
run sale is believed to 
be the biggest ever. 

When 20th Cen- 
tury Fox Television 
was first floating the idea of a 
cable sale, there was speculation 
that the per-episode price could 
be around S1.5 million for a to- 
tal sale price that would climb 
to close to S800 million. 


That figure was dismissed as far too high 
by others familiar with the pact who were 
bound by confidentiafity agreements from 
discussing details. Given the sheer number of 
episodes FXX purchased, even if the price tag 
were $750,000 per episode, that would trans- 
late to roughly S400 million. “The Simpsons” 
will be available to FXX in August. 

For FXX, which launched in September, 
having reruns of “The Simpsons” could give it 
a big boost. Created as a companion channel 
to FX, it has yet to establish itself with view- 
ers and its ratings are very small. 

Other media companies that looked 
at “The Simpsons,” according to 
people close to the matter, include 
Viacom, parent of Comedy Central, 
Nickelodeon and TV Land, and 
NBCUniversal, whose cable hold- 
ings include USA Network and 
Time Warner, which owns TBS 
and Cartoon Network. While 
there was strong interest from 
some of the bidders, 
there was also con- 
cern about having 
to buy so many ep- 
isodes of the show 
and that many of the 
reruns had already been 
overexposed from their 
years on local stations. 

“The Simpsons,” which is 
in its 25th season, is already a 
huge cash cow for 21st Cen- 
tury Fox. The value of the 
rerun sales to local TV stations has 
long surpassed Si billion, as have 
DVD sales of the show and “The 
Simpsons” movie.
